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REMARKS AFTER ALLOWANCE 

ConMnissioner for Patents: 

This is in response to the Corrected Notice of Allowance dated July 28, 2006. 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed July 14, 2003, the Examiner required 
election of one of three groups of claims: 

Group I - including claims 1-9; 

Group II - including claims 10-15; and 

Group III - including claims 16-20. 

The Examiner also required election of one species, stating in part that claim 1 
was generic to Group L In response, Applicants elected the claims of Group I, which included 
claims 1-9, for consideration, and elected the species which resulted in claim 8 being withdrawn. 

In the Corrected Notice of Allowance mailed July 28, 2006, claim 8 is included in 
the allowed claims. Further, the Examiner states, in pertinent part, "[T]he restriction requirement 
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as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn . . and "Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable." 

Applicants thank the Examiner for including claim 8 in the allowed claims. 
Additionally, Applicants respectfully note that, as the Examiner stated, the restriction 
requirement that was withdrawn in the instant application was the restriction as to the species in 
Group I, and not the restriction between Groups I, II and III. Because generic claim 1 of Group I 
was found allowable, all of the claims of Group I were allowed. However, because the claims of 
Groups II and III were not elected and were not examined, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
still applicable with respect to the claims of Groups II and III.
